Appendix'23 100% export (i) After the existing sub-para 4(j), the following 

Oriented Unit Scheme new sub-paras shall be added ; 

“4.(k) The benefit of tax holiday will be extended to 
100% export-oriented units, as is admissible to 
units located in the Export Processing Zones/Free 
Trade Zones. The tax holiday can be availed of 
by the units at their option for a block of five years 
during the first eight years from the commence¬ 
ment of production of the units. 


After the existing para 7, the following new para 
shall be added :— 

“7A. Sale of Goods into Domestic Tariff area under 
Open General Licence.

Goods manufactured by units in free trade zone/ 
export processing zone may be allowed to be sold 
into Domestic Tariff Area (DTA) upto 25% of the 
production of the unit on payment of appropriate 
customs and other duties as notified by the Deptt.

40) The 100% export oriented units will be permitted 
to sub-contract part of their production for job 
work to units in the DTA, on a case to case basis. 
Requests will be considered by the concerned 
Collector of Customs & Central Excise having 
jurisdiction over the unit, on the basis of certain 
factors such as feasibility of the bonding of the 
operations, fixation of input-output norms, furnish¬ 
ing of undertaking/bonds by the concerned units. 
Necessary safeguards will be taken to ensure that 
there is no leakage of non-duty paid material/goods, 
to the Domestic Tariff Area. Representations, if 
any, against the orders of the concerned customs 
authorities may be made to the Ministry of Co¬ 
mmerce. 


4(m) Units desirous of setting up projects under 
the 100% Export Oriented Units Scheme will, 
henceforth have to submit detailed techno-economic 
feasibility reports, including marketing arrangements 
along with their appheation so that Government 
is able to satisfy itself on the basis of viability of the 
proposed project. With a view to ensuring viability 
of projects, it has been decided to approve under 
the Scheme of only such projects as offer a rea¬ 
sonable annual turn-over, depending on the nature 
of the venture. These guidelines will be decided by 
Government from time to time. 

4(n) Units approved under the Scheme shall furnish 
quarterly reports in the prescribed peroforma to the 
Export Production Section (100% EOU Cell), 
Ministry of Commerce and to the Export Commi¬ 
ssioner in the 0/0 Chief Controller of Imports and 
Exports. Failure to do so will involve deterrent 
penal action.”

‘‘8.A—Sale of Goods into Domestic Tariff area 
under open General Licence. 

Goods manufactured by units in 100% Export 
Oriented Units may be allowed to be sold into DTA 
upto 25 % of the production of the unit on payment 
of appropriate Customs and other duties as noti¬ 
fied by the Department of Revenue. Permission for 
such sale will be granted by the Ministry of Com¬ 
merce (Export Promotion Scction-100% EOU Cell.
